The worst hotel fire'in United-States history took 
at least 127 lives when flames roared’ through 
the 15-storey Winecoft Hotel on Atianta’s fam- 
ed Peach Trec Street. Shrieking men, women 
and children burned to ‘death or - leaped in 
frantic desperation to their doom while scores 
of others suffocated. At least 100 others. were 
injured. 

It was the ‘worst hotel fire in this country since 71 
perished in the Newhall House fire at Milwau- 
kee in 1883.
